Hon. D. F. Laiean Tendered Ban- 


quet by tbe Merchant*' Asso- 


ciation and Other*. 


Gettysburg had one of those delight- 


ful unique celebrations on Monday, in 
the breaking of the ground for the 
marble Federal Building and in the 
banquet tendered the Hon. Daniel F. 
Lafean, congressman of the 20th Con- 
gressional District of Pennsylvania, 
that can not help but redound to its 
credit and glory. It was a celebration 
participated in by our people without 
regard to any difference of politics or 
In any otber way. 


The celebration grew out of the ac- 
tion taken by the Retail Merchants' 
Association last winter in unanimous- 
ly voting to tender Hon. D. F. Lafean 
a banquet as some slight.appreciation 
of the work he had helped the asso- 
ciation to accomplish. When the sug- 
gestion was made that Gettysburg 
might secure the 0. S. military camp 
that was here last summer the asso- 
ciation had turned to Mr. Lafean for 
his help and suggestions to secure the 
same and the camp was only finally 
secured after the hardest kind of work 
in which the services of Mr. Lafean 
played a most important part. 


About the time the banquet was ten- 


dered Congressman Lafean, Congress 
was about to pass tne appropriation 
of $100,000 for the Federal Building at 
Gettysburg and as time slipped by the 
committee of the association having 
the matter in charge concluded that 
the occasion could be a most happy 
and unique one by combining with the 
banquet public exercises of the break- 
ing of the ground and it was deferred 
until the contract had been awarded 
to Ambrose B. Stannard, until the con- 
tractor had a carload of tools on the 
ground and was ready to go ahead 
with the digging of the cellar. 


On Monday evening a great throng 


of our citizens gathered at the site of 
the new Federal Building, corner of 
Baltimore and High streets, hundreds 
being present to witness the event. It 
was an informal gathering to a very 
large extent. 
The Citizens' Band 
marched from the Square at «:SO" p?mJ 
and from all tbe streets of the town 
came a great throng of our people. 
Congressman Lafean came along with 
the throne afoot;, l 
,_" ~ ' „-, ." ,i -. 
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lengthening and deepening as the cele- 
bration closed, being declared on all 
sides to have been a most happy and 
propituous celebration. 


Banquet. 


The banquet in honor of Hon. D. F. 


Lafean scheduled to start at 8.30 was 
delayed about a half hour by the rush 
at the last minute to secure tickets for 
the same, necessitating many changes 
in the plans but shortly after 9 o'clock 
H. T. Weaver, the presiding officer of 
the Merchants' Association, led the 
way to the dining room at the Hotel 
Gettysburg, accompanied by Hon. D. 
F. Lafean, and took the head of the 
table with the speakers and the large 
dining room of the hotel was well fill- 
ed when every one of the eighty-Jive 
chairs at the tables were filled. 


J. A. Ring, the proprietor, received 


congratulations on all sides from the 
banqueters, for the well arranged, 
well cooked and well served menu 
which was as follows:

At the ^taan erected on the site, of 


the Federal Building. Judge 8.- McC. 
Swope took charge of the celebration 
as master of ceremonies and in a few 
brief words referred to the occasion as 
one in which our citizens had most 
fittingly laid aside allpolitical differ- 
ences and had united'to celebrate the 
beginning of work on what would be 
the most beautiful building in the 
town and to do honor to the man who 
had done more than any other single 
individual to secure the building for 
Gettysburg. 


After music by the Citizens' Band 


of Gettysburg Judge Swope introduced 
Dr. J. A. Singmaster who had been 
chosen to make an address of interpre- 
tation of the occasion. 


Dr. Singmaster in eloquent language 


explained the significance of the event 
saying a beautiful 
building would 


have an uplifting influence, that it 
would have an educational signifi- 
cance architecturally and toward a 
better and more beautiful town. 
. After a patriotic air by the Band 
Judge Swope presented a shovel to 
Hon. Daniel F. Lafean, decorated with 
streams of red, white and blue rib- 
bons and asked him to break the 
ground for the Federal Building. 


Congressman 
Lafean, 
taking 
the 


decorated shovel, moved from the plat- 
form to a point at which the digging 
will begin in earnest this week and 
digging out a great shovelful! of earth, 
threw it upon the cart ready to re 
ceive it, driven by William Hemler of 
this place. Then a number of our old- 
est citizens came forward and pitched 
a shovelfull of ground into the cart. 
Among those who helped at this cere- 
mony were Dr. J. W. C. O'Neal, who 
passed his -^^ birthday last April, J. 
L. Schick, G. W. Weaver, Lieut. P. L. 
•Houck, Major Richardson of the Bat- 
tlefield Commission. Capt. C. G. Mil- 
ler, Hon. Theodore McAllister, Capt. 
A. M. Walker, Lev! Mumper, Jacob 
Kitzmiller and many others coming 
to the younger generation, many de- 
sirous of helping to take out the first 
rart load of dirt for the building 
which will be the most beautiful build- 
ing in the place and which will belong 
to all the people. 


Judge owope then called upon Hon 


D. F. Lafean for a closing address. 
Congressman Lafean expressed his de- 
light to be here on the occasion. That 
he had helped at a previous celebra- 
tion of tbe same kind at York. That 
he believed the occasion marked a dis- 
tinct period in the life of Gettysburg 
when this community would go for 
ward to a future incomparable with 
anything in the past. And he hoped 
in a snort time to take part in a third 
celebration of the kind when the Han 
over site was ready for the breaking 
of the ground. He explained how he 
had gone over with the architect step 
by step every detail of the building, 
and that many changes had been sug- 
gested and brought about to make the 
building a better and safer one. That 
the building would be absolutely fire 
proof and would be of white marble 
and that he had the assurance from 
the contractor, after the change in the 
material had been secured, that Get- 
tysburg would have one of the hand 
somest public buildings in the United 
States*

Mr. McSherry's Toast.

sion. He said it mattered not what 
party may have elected him, that af- 
ter the election be represented the 
people of the whole district and bad 
to the extent of his ability served 
every one who had applied to him and 
he thought it was largely because of 
his course he had been tendered this 
banquet.

Mr. Lafean then told the storj of

House of the additional $17,000 for 
the Gettysburg Federal Building. How 
the position of things had been revers- 
ed and he had to go and ask favor 
from those who had come to him. He 
detailed how he went to tbe sub-chair- 
man of the Building Committee and 
explained that his was an emergency 
case, that the Gettysburg building had 
to be up for the 50th anniversary of 
the battie and if the building was .to 
be marble it was now or never. The 
sub-chairman was convinced and the 
narrow margin of losing action by the 
sub-committee was told occasioned by 
a delayed train. But the sub-commit- 
tee voted unanimously for the bill and 
that notwithstanding the action of 
the Democratic Committee Axing the 
schedule of bills to be considered at 
the special session. Then the Demo- 
cratic Committee on Rules had to be 
seen and consented that the bill could 
go on the calendar of bills to go 
through by unanimous consent and 
the bill went through finally without 
a dissenting voice. In thy Senate, 
Senators Heyburn and Oliver, mem- 
bers of the 50tn Anniversary Commit- 
sion, were members of me committee 
to which the bill was sent and they 
saw to it that the bill was put through 
the Senate and such was the story of 
the way Gettysburg secured a building 
of marble instead of limestone. "-T 
., Mr~ Lafean declared he believed 
tbe citizens of Gettysburg had a 
ty of "Wttek-at-it-ness, that this 
demonstrated in the WorR of secii 
the U. 6. military camp and he de- 
clared that every one had a work to 
do and a woi« that would help to se- 
cure the Lincoln Highway.

The management of the 
chautauqua felt so much encouraged 
in fvery way that they went vigorous- 
ly to work to secure pledges of course 
tickets for a second chautauqua next 
year and succeeded during last week 
in securing about 500 pledges making 
the prospects exceedingly brierht for a 
permanent chautauqua here.

The speaker 
is personally acquainted with all the 
bird-men and could tell of them from 
his own observation*, and expet fences.

RECALLS A FLOOD OF RBCOL- 


LECTIOHS OF OLD DAYS 


Old Times Poyticimnt and Lawyers 
«f ffote—Jimmy Dobbins, Xhaddeus 


Stevens and Others. 


It« so long since 1 tent you my 


firel installment of my remimecenpes 
of Gettysburg that I do 
% not distinctly 


remember juet bow far 1 had proceed- 
ed. Let me §ay, however, that the 
record of tlieee memories are not strict- 
ly chronological. 
Bather, they are 


like the daily occurrences of life, 
in 


the morning we know not whom or 
wbat we shall meet during the day. 
Th« even course of events may be sud- 
denly broken oy **>i«e uuei-^ected in- 
cident. Bo in thus iambi in* narrative 
one incident suggests another Kindred 
in character but not in timely ee- 
quence. 


My recollection of several rather 


notable citizens of the town is very 
vivid. One of the earliest in mind was 
Dr. Parsons who seems to have been 
the family physician before he remov- 
ed to Knoxville, Tennessee. 
My 


grandfather was seized with an oppres- 
sion of the heart, producing such dif- 
ficulty in breathing that he thought 
the time of his departure had come, 
and he actually bade members of the 
fauiilv a solemn farewell. 
Copious 


bloodletting gave speedy relief, and 
but one more operation of that kind 
was needed till the time of hie death 
many years afterward. 


Dr. David Hornet succeeded Dr. 


Parsons and attended uiy grandmoth- 
er Wileon during her last illness, I 
think in 1837. It was eariy in July. 
8be was thirsty and lemonade was 
proposed, the Doctor objected because 
of its acidity. 
Boy like, I said, 


"sweeten it." 
"An, yes," he said, 


"but the acid will still be there." 


Boon after this 1 was guttering with 


• decaying double tooth and I went to 
him to have it extracted. 
In those 


days it was customary to cut the 
gums, and, as of course there would 
be a flow of blood, he went back from 
his office Into the house for a basin 
and water. While he was was gone I 
went to the door, and, my courage 
wavering, I was almost ready to slip 
off for home. But I shall be asked 
why I did not have the tooth drawn, 
and thus I thought, like Washington 
when he hacked the cherry tree, I can- 
not lie, *nd I shall have to confess 
myself a coward, BO 1 stayed. The 
doctor first used a hooked instrument, 
inserted between the roots of the tooth 
and polled and palled until his arm 
was tired. At last he said, "1 could 
wrench it out with the turnkey but it 
might break your jaw, I have loosened 
it some and I think it will not trouble 
you much," adding, "you are a sol- 
dier." I didn't say anything but I 
thought if yon knew what I was con 
sidering wben you were out, you 
wouldn't say that. But I bave long 
felt tbat fear ie consiBtend with true 
•ourage, and that I acted bravely, and 
I am confirmed in this belief by an 
incident in our Civil War. During a 
battle two wounded officers were on 
an eminence, 
viewing the conflict, 


•when one t r e m b l i n g , his fellow 
officer noticing his tremor, said: " 
believe you are scared." "Yes," saia 
tbe other, if you were half as badly 
scared, you wouldn't be here." Stand 
ing your ground in danger is mora 
.courage, more noble than the mere 


-<*• physical courage which knows no 


Jeaf. 


Perhaps tbe neetor of the bar when 


I went to school there was James Dob 
bins, familiarly called Jimmy Dob- 
bine. Regarded as tbe best read law- 
yer in tbe place, he was au oddity, 
fion of Rev. Dr. Dobbins, founder of 
the Academy', conducted afterward by 
uncle 
David 
McConoughy 
while 


pastor in Uettysbun; and Hunters- 
town, in which many young men were 
prepared for college and which de- 
veloped into Pennsylvania College. 
He was an English and Latin scholar. 
The son also was a fine Latmist and 
he was often consulted by other mem- 
bers of tbe bar, but there was a screw 
loose somewhere in his mental anat- 
omy, and be was not a success in his 
practice. Made believe that he was 
honored by the county, he became an 
inmate of tbe alms house and there 
ended bis days, and with him the 
family became extinct. 


David M. Bmyser was another mem- 


ber of the bar, afterward a judge, not- 
able for his good fellowship, his short- 
sightedness, and tbe size of bis nose. 


James Cooper was another Jawyer 


of note. He was a native of Mary- 
land and for a time a student at Mt. 
Saint Mary's College, near Emmito- 
burg. Though not notable for piety, 
he took with him his Bible, which, it 
ie said, he was not allowed by tbe 
authorities to keep. 
This was more 


than his independent American spirit 
could brook and be left the college. As 
yon no doubt know he became one of 
Pennsylvania's United States Sena 
tors. He also was a Union Major- 
General for a time, but not * Grant or 
Lee. 


Moses M c CI e a n , though not 


brilliant speaker was a worthy leader, 
trusted counselor, and achieved sue 
cets. 
Last but not least by far was Thad 


deus Stevens. He was a moral oil a- 
podrida. It is to be resrretted that bis 
biography by Hon. Edward McPher 
son was never completed. Much of 
what I may say of him is only prattle, 
and it will be governed by the old 
adage de mortius nisi bonum. He 
was born in New England, New Eana- 
psbire, 1 think, and lost his father by 
death iu early boyhood. An estimable 
trait of character was his regard for 


if aav, were toward* that Uenomina- 
tktt. 
J nearly life be came to York, 


and for a time taught a private school, 
connecting with It the study of law. 
Froeu a brief residence at York he 
caaae to Gettysburg. My ptwooal-ac- 
quaintance with him began when I 
was a small boy. There was an ami- 
cable arbitration held at in? grand* 
fathers between him and our neighbor 
Abram Scott at which Stevens was 
the lawyer. After dinner he kindly 
took me on bis knee, and favorably 
impressed, he generously proposed to 
educate me, and, being militarily in- 
clined, to procure for me a situation at 
West Point. 
Wisely, however, the 


ofler wafc declined. But be did edu- 
cate more than one young man. About 
1833, 
be was elected to the 
legisla- 


ture, I presume on au anti-masonic 


Btevenoon, William McClellan, Jtv, 
and David McConaugby and perhape 
soaae others who at this moment I do 
Mt recall.

1 heard him make another notable 


speech in Gettysburg the fall of '44 
when Henry Clay was the Whig can- 
lidate for President, but defeated by 
lames K. Polk, on the artful slogan of 
50°-40' or tight." In the spring of 45, 


when I was tbe financial agent of tbe 
Soethean literary society of Marshall 
;ollege, soliciting honorary members 
>articularly in Philadelphia and New 
fork, for aid in building our society 
hall, I bad an interview with him in 
his office at Lancaster. I met him for 
he last time on the Cumberland Val- 
ey railway, after he had made his 
reputation in congress ae the ereat 
commoner. 


He was a distinguished friend of 


education and if not the father of tbe 
mblic school system of Pennsylvania, 
ras one of its ablest advocates, he 
was au orator with few superiors, 
luent in speech, bis knowledge large, 
lie delivery graceful and not devoid 
of elegance, his argument was strong 
and his sarcasm biting. He possessed 


good degree of dry wit, and bis 


tongue cut like a razor. He despised 
the use of intoxicants, and boarding 
at Thompson's hotel, it was said that 
persons coming their for their drinks 
refrained in bis presence, rather tnau 
incur his stinging maledict-ions. A 
gentle criticism in explicating tbe case 
of Zephenlah Herbert of Fairfield E 
remember. Berber! was a man of more 
tnan 
common learnings. He had 


been a teacher, and had represented 
the district in tbe State senate. In 
tbe spring of '42,1 taught the school 
in Millerstown, I boarded at the hotel 
kept by Isaac Robinson, who married 
my kms-woman, Agnes the daughter 
of Hon. James Wilson, and as Her 
bert was a frequent customer, I got to 
know him well, he was then a sopho- 
more in mathematics ; and he used to 
try my attainments in that study by 
plying me with some pretty tough 
problems in mensuration. Early in 
the morning he would come for his 
dram his hand trembling like au 
aspen. A good etiO gill of gin would 
steady them pretty well for the day, 
thougb the talk was that he was help- 
ed to his bed every night for years by 
his patient, kind and uncomplaining 
wife. Soon after that when a Mr. Pol- 
lard kept the hotel, it was said he in 
one summer drank at the hotel the 
price of a valuable equine animal, aud 
tbe saying became common tbat he 
bad swallowed a horse. But notwith- 
standing this costly habit, he was still 
a man of considerable property. He 
dressed well; was gentlemanly in his 
manners, and 
beside 
his county 


home in Fairfield, owued a large brick 
bouse in Gettysburg almost adjoining 
David McConaughy's house on Cham- 
beroburg street, for sometime in the 
forties used as a temperance hotel. 


Well, after this huge portico for so 


small a dwelling, I come to Stevens 
witticism. A gang of men were talk- 
ing of Herbert aud were wondering 
bow a man who for so long had been 
an excessive drinker, was yet alive, 


Why", said Stevens, "that is easily 


accounted for, he's pickled". A solid, 
well proportiued man, one leg from 
tbe knee down had been arrested in 
its growth, and when he was a child 
like James Thompson, he wore a 
wooden leg. His robust intellect re- 
mained vigorous, and he was foremost 
in tho 
impeachment 
proceedings 


against President Andrew Johnson. 
But his lower limbs bad become help- 
less, and be had to be carried for some 
time to bis chair in the house of repre- 
sentatives. On the way one day il 
was related of him, that he said 
jocosely to tbe two Irishmen carrying 
him in a chair, "What will you boys 
do when 1 am gone." 


I bave thus dwelt too long perhaps 


for your patience on Thaddeus Stevens, 
but be was a marked man of his day, 
and the pity is that morally he was 
not a better man. 


Other lawyers of my boyhood were 


Andrew G. Miller, who went west. 
A Mr. Fuller, who married a widow, 
Mrs. Fox, mother of one of my school- 
mates, and who was brought home a 
corpse. 
I was one at his funeral. 


A later generation of lawyers known 


to me were Conrad Baker, he became 
a noted man in Indianapolis; William, 
oldest son of Craig Miller, who went 
to Carlisle and became noted for Ins 
eloquence : Robert McCreary, who rose

I have a grievous complaint against 


the press both secular and religious, 
it is not that either is chargeable with 
any grave offense against good taste 
or good morals. No. no: I am not a 
petdituist. Like Michael 
the 
arch- 


angel when contending with the' devil 
concerning the body of Moses. I bring 
no railing accusation against the press 
as a whole. 
There are to be sure, 


some so-called '-yellow" sheets that are 
an ugly blotch on the fair face of 
journalism, but they are little more 
than spots on the sun. It would be 
puerila to expect that iu an output so 
immense as that of the daily, weekly 
and monthly press, there should be 
nothing repugnant to a pure nimd. or 
morality. Society must make mighty 
strides toward perfection before the 
average parti&an politician will hold 
truth sacred, and papers and candi- 
dates of the opposite party be held 
examples 
of 
intelligence, 
integrity 


and honor. But broadly speaking, I 
am happy to tnink that the good far 
ex-eeds the bad, handsomely keeping 
st'.'i) 'Vith the spirit of the times. 


What theu. it may be asked, is the 


gravamen of the grievance charged' 
If you. my reader are still young, and 
biased witn good eyes, you may. as 
one who never felt a wound laughs at 
scars, should think it a light one. But 
if the snows of seventy or eighty or 
more winters have whitened your 
head :xnd dimmed your vision, or your 
sight is otherwise defective, you may 
form a somewhat correct estimate oV 
a lover of books, and a large reader of 
current literature, who must, at a 
snail's pace, spell out the news of his 
daily paper, or the letter of a friend, 
and with weariness of the effort, actu- 
ally lay them down. Deprive a hung- 
ry man of food and a thirsty man of 
water and you may well imagine feel- 
ings akin to his in one who would 
but cannot read. 


But will not spwtacles furnish a 


remedy9 In most cases ihey happily 
do, but when they fail, as my oculist 
tells me they often will for those who 
have been troubled with myopia 
what then? What but the death'knell 
of hope that Dest of human comfort- 
ers. 


But the calamity is due not wholly 


to the eyes. It is in a large measure 
due to poor paper and small type, but 
chiefly to pale ick. In La Pollette's 
weekly magazine an ink is used that 
makes reading easy even to impaired 
vision. The reason why such ink is 
not generally ussd, I am told, is be- 
cause it is too costly. Is tbe grievance 
insurmountable? A better quality of 
paper and a larger type we may not 
expect, but I have faith enough in the 
inventive genius of Americans to in- 
dulge the hope that a blacker and bet- 
ter ink will be found and cheap 
enough for general use and this faith 
and hope is strengthened by the po- 
tent and pleasing fact that the im- 
measurable demand for the article will 
insure a fortune to the inventor or his 
heirs and successors beyond that of 
Croesus, Carnegie or Rockefeller. 


All that is needed to effect the re- 


dress of the grievance, and the pro- 
curement of the inestimable blessing 
is the powerful and persistent demand 
of public sentiment, expressed or the 
agency of the press itself, and that it 
is pleasing to know, greatly to its own 
benefit.

For the Buffalo Carpet Moth. 


The little insect commonly called 


tbe Carpet moth or Buffalo beetle ia 
very destructive to carpets, 
but if 


watched, damage by it can easily be 
prevented. 


A gentleman in tbe western part of 


Pennsylvania recently wrote to State 
Zoologist, H. A. Surface, of Harris* 
burg, stating tbat be nad just moved 
into a bouse where they found speci- 
mens of a certain insect, which were 
enclosed with tbe letter. 
He asked 


for information concerning it, and tbe 
reply of Professor Surface was as fol- 
lows : 


"Tbe specimen of insect sect from 


your bouse is tbe Buffalo moth, or, in 
other words, it is tbe larva or a beetle 
known as tbe "Carpet beetle." It feeds 
on various kinds of woolen goods, but 
especially on the nap of capets. 
The 


best thing to do is to scrub the floors 
of your rooms with water containing 
five per cent, creoliu 
Then spray the 


edges of tbe carpets with an alcoholic 
solution of corrosive sublimate. Spray 
tbe carpets under furniture witb tbis 
material, as it is there tbat tbe peats 
are generally most destructive, it is 
also desirable to use rugs instead of 
carpets, and take these out into tbe 
sun and air, and beat them occasion- 
ally. 


However, if one does not care to go 


to tbe trouble of discarding their car- 
pets for tbe sake of rugs, they can 
nevertheless easily control such pests. 
Watcb and occasionally remove fur- 
niture to one side, and see if tbe car- 
pets wbere tbe furniture rested are be- 
ing damaged. Jf it is evident tbat tbe 
piling or woolen fiores are being eaten 
away, and especially if rows of bare 
threads are exposed anywhere in tbe 
carpet, tbis is evidence that 4his peat 
in at work. 


Tbe thing to do is to spread a wet 


towel over tbe carpet as it lies on tbe 
floor, and iron tbis with a very bot 
irou, in order to drive tbe scalding 
steam down through tbe carpets, and 
thus kill (be pests." 


Railroad Against Drinking. 


Superintendent W. B. McCaleb, of 


tbe Philadelphia division of tbe Penn- 
sylvania railroad, bas taseu a decisive 
step in aa attempt to break up exces- 
sive drinking among railroad men un- 
der him. Any employee addicted to 
tbe use of intoxicants, who drinks 
while on duty or frequents places 
where liquors are sold, will bedisuuso 
ted, according to an order of tbe sup- 
eriateudent posted iu all of tbe shops, 
offices and congregating places of em* 
ployees. This order is having the ef- 
fect of making a number of persons 
"sit up and take notice.'*

Some of the Regulations and Bene- 


fits to be Derived by this 


Community. 


Postmaster C'. Wm. Beales has re- 


ceived notice from tbe Post Office De- 
partmeut tbat a Postal Saviors Bank 
will be opened at tbe.Gettysburff Post 
Office ou Friday, September 22 
He 


is also advieed that the post savings 
work should be placed iu competent 
hands, people who have had experi- 
ence iu one of tbe financial divisions 
of toe post office being designated to 
take charge ofii. A post office in- 
spector will be here soon to explain 
tbe operation of the system. Postmas- 
ter Beales will later ue advised as to 
what 'iifpositiou is to be made of tbe 
receipts here. 


The government wilt pay interest ou 


ail deposits, at tbe rate of two per 
cent, per auuuiu, computed ou each 
savings certificate separately and pay- 
able annually. No interest will be 
paid on money which remains on de* 
posit for a fraction of a year only. 


Accounts may be opened and de- 


posits made by any person ten years 
old or over m his or her own name 
and by a married woman in her own 
name and free from any interference 
or control by her husband. 


No person may open a postal sav- 


ings account at any postoffice who is 
not a patron of that office. 


All accounts must be opened in per* 


son by the depositoi or his authorized 
representative. After opening an ac- 
count a depositor may forward sub- 
sequent deposits to the postottice by 
mail. 


Deposits will be accepted only from 


individuals, and no account will be 
opened m the name of any corpora- 
tion, association, society, nrm, or 
partnership, or iu the names of two 
or more persons jointly. 


No account will be opened in the 


name of one person in trust for or on 
behalf of another person or persons. 


The service of the postal savings 


system is free, and no charge or fee is 
collected or required iu connection 
with the opening ot an account or the 
withdrawal of money deposited. 


No person connected with the post- 


office department or the postal service 
Is permitted to disclose the name of 
any depositor or give any information 
concerning an account to any person 
other than the depositor himself, un- 
less directed to do so by the postmas- 
ter general 


When a person wishes to open an 


account he must till out and sign an 
application on a form provided by tbe 
postmaster, or his representative, who 
will render any assistance necessary 
in filling out the form, explaining its 
purpose and meaning. If the appli- 
cant signs by mark, his signature 
must be witnessed by a disinterested 
person. 


Deposits are evidenced by postal- 


savings certificates issued in fixed de- 
nominations of $1, $2, $5, $10, $20 and 
$50, each bearing the name of the de- 
positor, the number of bis account, 
the date of issue, tbe name of the de- 
pository office, and the date ou which 
interest begins. The postmaster or his 
representative will make out a dupli- 
cate of each certificate issued, which 
the depositor will be required to sign 
and which tbe postmaster will retain 
in bis records. 


No account may be opened for less 


than $1, nor will fractions of a dollar 
be accepted lor deposit. 


No person is permitted to deposit 


more than $100 in any one calendar 
month nor to nave a total balance to 
his credit at one time more than $500 
exclusive of accumulated interest. 


Savings certificates can not be trans- 


ferred or negotiated and will be pay- 
able only to the person to whom is- 
sued. 


On opening an account a depositor 


is supplied with an envelope in which 
he may keep his savings certificates. 
On this envelope is printed informa- 
tion for his guidance, and also a blank 
ledger record on which to keep an ac- 
count of his deposits and withdrawals. 


Iu case a savings certificate is lost 


or destroyed the depositor should no- 
tify the postmaster. If deemed prop- 
er, a new certificate will be issued 
upon compliance by tbe depositor 
with the necessary requirements. 


Postmasters 
are not permitted to 


receive savings certificates for safe- 
keeping. 


Amounts less than $1 may be saved 


for deposit by the purchase of 10-cent 
postal savings cards and adhesive 10- 
cent postal savings stamps. Each 
postal-savings card contains blank 
spaces to which savings stamps may 
be affixed from time to time as pur- 
chased, and a postal-savings card with 
nine 10-cent savings stamps thus affix- 
ed will be accepted as a deposit of $1 
either iu opening an account or iu ad- 
ding to an existing account.

The Veto of the Wool Sill. 


In disapproving the Wool Tariff bili 


sent to him by a large majority of both 
houses of Congress tbe Preaident is urj. / 
wise, illogical and inconsistent. 'His " 
sincere friends and well-wishers, who 
include a large part of the Democratic 
party, will greatly regret this mistake 
bv the President because it allign& 
him with the Bourbons and Stand- 
patters of tbe Republican party. No- 
Congress, ever elected by tbe people 
has bad a plainer commission to re- 
vise tbe tariff downward than this 
present Congress, and the President 
has placed himself in the attitude of 
withstanding the people m their juat 
demand, as Jannes and Jamb res with- 
stood Moses. 


He was elected, he says in his mes- 


sage, by a party which in its platform 
declared its aim and purpose to be to 
maintain a protective tariff by imposi- 
tion of such duties as will equal the 
difiereuce between the cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad, together with 
a reasonable profit to American in- 
dustries.

Reciprocity bill in order to ascertain 
the difference in the cost of raising 
wheat in Canada and in the United 
States. Neither did he ask for any de- 
lay or further information before sign- 
ing the Payne Tariff bill, with a wool 
schedule which he said was indefeas- 
ible. He has as much information 
about the relative cost of production at 
home and abroad now as he had when 
he signed the scandalous Payne bill, 
which caused the people to clean the 
Republican party out of the Housa of 
Representatives and to make a radical 
change iu the Senote. In signing the 
Payne bill and the Canadian bill and 
refusing to sign the new Wool bill the 
President is inconsistent. It is twice 
that he has withstood the will of tbe 
people as expressed at tbe polls. It is 
unfortunate for the people of the coun- 
try, who have clamored for cheaper 
clothes and cheaper blankets, that this 
moderate bill has been rejected.

The first is the general as- 


whose chief duties are to value 


property for purposes or taxation, to 
ms&e lists of qualified voters for elect- 
ion purposes aud military enrollment, 
aud returns of children of school age, 
aud whose term of office was three 
veare. The second is created by the 
Act of Feby. 14, 1889, aud is known as 
the assistant assessor or the election 
assessor. He is elected only in those 
townships or wards wnere there are 
two or more voting places, and his 
duty is to perform all the duties of the 
regular assessor in his district relating 
to elections which tne regular assessor 
performs in his, and to be elected tor 
one year. It will be recalled that the 
law requires the assessor to be present 
oo election days at the polling places 
iu his district, and if nis district has 
two or more polling places he cannot 
be present at both. To meet this con- 
dition the law wisely provides for an- 
other assessor to attend tne extra poll- 
ing place. 


Until recently we have not had any 


districts with more than one polling 
place, but on the division of Tyrone 
Township into two election districts 
the law for another assessor there be- 
comes effective for that township. 


There is only one decision by the 


Courts on this question aud that in 
Erie Bounty, in which Judge Benson 
in a well reasoned opinion says : 


"The schedule further provides as 


follows; in the year 1910, the munici- 
pal election shall be held on the third 
Tuesday of February as heretofore; 
bat all officers chosen at the election 
to an office the regular of which is two 
yean, and also ail election and asses- 
sors chosen at that election shall serve 
until the flrat Monday of December 
1911. All officers chosen at that elect- 
ion to offices the term of which IB now 
four yean or is made four years by the 
operation of these amendments or this 
schedule shall serve until the 1st 
Monday of December, 1913. All justi- 
xwflof the peace, aldermen and magi- 
strates chosen at that election shall 
serve until the 1st Monday of Decem- 
ber, 1915." 


(The office of assessor, as well as all 


.offices with terms fixed at an odd 
in umber of years was increased by the 
schedule one year.) 


"By the above provisions of the 


.schedule all officers elected at the 
municipal election in 1910, are group- 
ed in three seperate classes apparently 
arranged with reference to the term 
of their respective offices and provid- 
ing for the termination of the offices 
to which they had been elected on the 
1st Monday of December next suc- 
ceeding the municipal election to be 
foeld nearest the time for the term of 
their office. The first class contails all 
those whose terms expire on the 1st 
.Monday of December, 1911, the second 
class all whose terms expire ou the 
1st Monday of December, 1913, and 
the third class those whose terms ex- 
pire on the 1st Monday of December, 
J915. 


-'The office of assessor clearly falls 


within the second class, unless especi- 
.ally exempted therefrom aud included 
ip the first class by the provision thete- 


:.,-of.wbicn reads as follows; 'And also 


all election officers and assessors.' 
This taken by itself would seem to in- 
dicate that the office of assessor was 
intended to be included in the first 
class of officers mentioned, but when 
•:we read it in connection with the pro- 
vision relating to the second class we 
£*n plainly see that such au interpre- 
tation would be in conflict with the 
following: 'All officers chosen at that 
.election the term of which is now four 
years or is made four years by the op- 
eration ot these amendments or this 
schedule' to which class the office ol 
assessor clearly belongs.

Number One. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
the courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following; 


Section 6. In the county of Phila- 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow 
ers now vested in the district courts 
and 'courts of common pleas, subject 
to such changes as day be made by 
this Constitution or by law, shall be 
in Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time 
to time, and shall be in like manner 
designated 
by successive 
numbers. 


The number of judges in any of said 
courts, or in any county where the es 
tablishment of an additional court 
may be authorized by law, may be in- 
rsased, from time to time, and when 
:ver such increase shall amount in 
the whole to three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and separate 
court as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. Jn Philadel- 
phia all suits shall be instituted in the 
said courts of common pleas without 
designating the number of the said 
court, and the several courts shall dis- 
tribute and apportion the business 
among them iu such manner as shall 
be provided by rules of court, and 
each court, to which any suit shall be 
thus assigned, shall have 
exclusive 


urisdiction thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


urisdiction and powers now vested in 
he several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
udges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
fend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject 
o change of venue as provided by 
aw. The president 
judge of said 


court shall be selected as provided by 
aw. The number of judges in said 
court may be by law increased from 
ime to time. This amendment shall 
ake effect on the first day of January 
succeeding its adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth, of Pennsylvania in 


eneral Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
o the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pensylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eigtet. 


Section 2 Amend section eigbt, ar- 


ticle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as folfaurs:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property theseia, oor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its Indebt- 
edness to au amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valua- 
tion of property, without the assent of 
the electors thereof at a public elec 
tion in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt 
of which now exceeds seven per cen- 
tum of such assessed valuation, may 
be authorized by law to increase the 
same three per centum, in the aggre- 
gate, at any one time, upon such valu- 
ation," so as to read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated 
district, except as herein provided, 
shall never exceed seven per centum 
upon the assessed value of the taxa 
bte property therein, nor shall an5 
such municipality or district incur any- 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valnationof 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by- 
law; 
but any city, the debt of which 


now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadel- 
phia for the construction and develop- 
ment of subways for transit purposes, 
or for the construction of wharves and 
docks, or the reclamation of land to 
be used In the construction of a sys- 
tem of wharves and docks, as public 
Improvements, owned or to be owned 
by said city and county of Philadel- 
phia, and which shall yield to the city 
and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenue in excess of the Interest 
on said debt or debts and of the an- 
nual installments necessary for the 
cancellation of said debt or debts, may 
be excluded in ascertaining the power 
of the city and county of Philadelphia 
to become otherwise indebted: Provid- 


ed. That a sinking fund for their can- 
cellation shall be established and 
maintained.
